58  visits  were  made  to  alleged  rat  infested  >u'’emises , 
In  most  cases  where  there  v/as  evidence  of  rats, further 
investigations  v/ere  made,  it  v/as  fouiid  that  they  v/ere  coming 
from  the  sev/er  owing  to  defective  drainage.  The  drains  were 
made  good  and  there  were  no  further  complaints.
